Voters Faced With Maze 

Of Referendam Questions 

In addition to casting a ballot for a President, Vice-Piesideni 
and Congressman, Greenbelt residents will have the opportunity 
at Tuesday’s general election to approve or disapprove 17 pro¬ 
posed State constitutional amendments, a program of aid to private 
schools, and two local charter changes. The proposed State con¬ 
stitutional amendments were passed by the General Assembly by 
a 3/5 vote of both houses in the 1971 and 1972 sessions, but they 
will not become law unless they are approved by a majority of 
voters in the general election. __ — 

Maryland Constitution provides that 
these items must be on the ballot 
in all counties and voted on by all 
the voters in the State. One of 
these local changes that affects 
Prince Georges county concerns the 
abolition of the elected office of sur¬ 
veyor. 

The second category of amend¬ 
ments are relatively minor in signi¬ 
ficance and sometimes of a tech¬ 
nical nature. Included in this group 
are changes (1) permitting the pub¬ 
lication of titles and summaries of 
county laws in newspaper adver¬ 
tisements, instead of the full texts 
of the laws; (2) deleting of archaic 
language in the Constitution, such 
as the term “white male” in describ¬ 
ing citizens entitled to vote; (3) al¬ 
lowing the General Assembly to 
have a “consent calendar,” thus ex¬ 
pediting the enactment of local 
bills; (4) permitting the State to 
use general funds to pay off the 
principal and interest on State 
bonds, thus making possible the 
phasing out of the State property 
tax (which currently is 21 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation) and (5) 
allowing more than one constitu¬ 
tional amendments to be voted on 
in a single package. 

The final category of constitu¬ 
tional amendments is substantive 
in nature. One controversial amend¬ 
ment would remove the limitation 
against lotteries and permit a lot¬ 
tery to be operated only by and for 
the benefit of the State. 

Another would allow the General 
Assembly to reduce items in tht 
budget pertaining to courts. Cur¬ 
rently the General Assembly can 
increase the budget but not re¬ 
duce it. Opposition to this change 
has been expressed by some who 
felt that it was an attempt to put 
some legislative constraints on the 
judiciary. 

Another constitutional amend¬ 
ment would change the make-up 
of the General Assembly so that 
there shall be 47 Senators and 143 
Delegates. Currently the legislature 
consists of 43 Senators and 143 Del- 
agates. This change will permit 
each district (Prince Georges will 
probably have eight) to elect one 
Senator and three Delegates, start¬ 
ing with the 1974 eection. 

Still another constitutional am¬ 
endment would amend the Declar¬ 
ation of Rights to guarantee equal 
rights to women. This is the same 
as the Federal constitutional am¬ 
endment that has been ratified by a 
number of States. 

Finally, an amendment would re¬ 
move the constitutional ban on vo¬ 
ting by convicted criminals and 
mental incompetents and would al¬ 
low the legislature to set the rules 
instead. 

Local Charter Changes 

The major local issue on the bal¬ 
lot concerns a proposed Prince Ge¬ 
orges charter change that would 
automatically require a voter refer 
endum on bonds issued by the 
county, with the exception of funds 
for schools and transit projects. At 
present, the charter places bond ap¬ 
proval in the hands of elected coun¬ 
ty officials, unless petitioned to ref¬ 
erendum. County officials have ex¬ 
pressed opposition to the charter 
change because of fear that It 
would paralyze county government 
operations by delaying bond issues 
forMip to two years until elections 
are held. 

The other charter change would 
allow the county council more flex¬ 
ibility in selecting “legislative days." 

Also on the ballot are three 
judgeships to be filled. None of the 
candidates have opposition. 

There is also a third-party presi¬ 
dential ticket on the ballot con¬ 
sisting of John G. Schmitz and 
Thomas J. Anderson of the Ameri¬ 
can Party, 
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Voters are reminded that they are 
eligible to vote if they have parti¬ 
cipated in any Greenbelt General 
Election (not city) within the last 
five years. 

Of Greenbelt’s 8,395 registered vo¬ 
ters, 5,542 (66%) are Democratic, 
2,208 (26%) are Republican, and 645 
(8%) are unaffiliated or minor party 
(2 American Party). These ratios 
vary only slightly from precinct to 
precinct, with Center School having 
relatively a few more Democrats. 
The 1972 registration figures show a 
drop — of about 400 — from the 1968 
figures. Four years ago, Democrats 
had a 62-26 ratio edge, with 12% 
unaffiliated. 

Whether Greenbelt Democrats 
wall be able to translate their regis¬ 
tration edge into a significant mar¬ 
gin of victory for their presidential 
team of George McGovern and Ser¬ 
pent Shriver over President Richard 
Nixon and Spiro Agnew is uncertain. 
Four years ago, the Humphrey- 
Muskie ticket received 54.6% of the 
Greenbelt vote, compared to 36.7% 
for the Nixon-Agnew ticket and 
8.7% for the George Wallace ticket. 

Humphrey carried the State of 
Maryland by 17,000 votes, which giv¬ 
es rise to the speculation that a Mc¬ 
Govern margin of less than 55% 
in Greenbelt presages his defeat at 
the State level. 

Congressional Race 

In the only other major contest 
on the ballot — that for the Con¬ 
gressional House seat from the 
Fifth District — Democrat Edward 
T. Conroy is trying to unseat in¬ 
cumbent Republican Lawrence J. 
Hogan. In light of the Republican 
registration of less than 30 percent 
in Greenbelt, Hogan’s vote in the 
last three congressional races shows 
that he has a strong following in 
Greenbelt.

In 1966 Hogan, running against 
the incumbent Hervey Machen, lost 
the Fifth District by 8,000 votes. In 
a return match in 1968, he won the 
District by 10,000 votes. In 1970 
he easily outdistanced his opponent, 
Royal Hart, by 31,000 votes. 

In the last presidential election of 
1968, about 81 percent of the Green¬ 
belt electorate turned out. It is 
doubtful whether the 1972 figure will 
reach this proportion, in light of the 
indications of public apathy and un¬ 
happiness over the presidential al¬ 
ternatives offered the voters. 

Because there are 20 referendum- 
type questions on the ballot, elec¬ 
tion officials are urging citizens to 
vote during the day to avoid the 
evening rush. Under polling rules, 
voters waiting in line at 8 p.m. are 
permitted to vote, but any voters 
joining the waiting line after that 
time may not be able to vote.

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Temporary Sewage Plants 
Included in Hearing of 
County Ten-Year Plan 

After months of hibernation, the 
proposal to have the County Ten- 
Year Water and Sewer Plan permit 
the installation and use of tempor¬ 
ary package sew r age treatment 
plants is emerging again — but this 
time not as an amendment but as 
part of the annual revision of the 
plan. The comprehensive ten-year 
plan was submitted to the county 
council on Sept. 27 with the endorse¬ 
ment of county executive William 
Gullett and had been subject to re¬ 
view and comments by a task force 
consisting of the major county of¬ 
fices. 

A public hearing is scheduled on 
the plan, which is known as the 
F/Y 1973-1982 Plan, for Wednesday, 
November 8, at 7:30 p.m. in the Up¬ 
per Marlboro Courthouse. 

Reportedly, the map that accom¬ 
panies recommendations made by 
the County Council’s Fiscal and 
Planning Committee will show an 
approved point of discharge for the 
Greenbriar apartment complex on 
the Smith-Ewing tract east of the 
Baltimore-Washington Parkway, as 
well as for the other package treat¬ 
ment plants. Because copies of the 
plan and maps have been delayed 
in distribution, the Prince Georges 
Environment Coalition has asked 
for a postponement of the hearing. 

History 

The proposal for a temporary 
treatment plant for the Greenbriar 
project rocked the city of Green¬ 
belt last winter. The city council at 
that time recommended that the 
county council not amend the Ten- 
Year Plan to permit a temporary 
treatment plant “until it has receiv¬ 
ed assurances from all county and 
State agencies with responsibility 
in this area that the effluent from 
the temporary sewage facilities will 
not represent a health or ecological 
risk.” 

County health officer Perry 
Stearns advised at the time that he 
could not provide assurances that 
a health hazard would not be cre¬ 
ated or that the plant would not re¬ 
present an ecological hazard. He ex¬ 
pressed concern that the effluent 
from the plant will enter into a 
stream bed which is dry part of 
the year. 

County executive William Gullett 
also announced at that time that he 
was opposed to the temporary 
treatment plant on the grounds 
Cont. on page 8

Aid to Nonpublic Schools 

The most controversial State-wide 
referendum item would provide a 
State scholarship program for chil¬ 
dren in parochial and private 
schools and would permit shared¬ 
time arrangements between public 
and nonpublic schools. Known as 
“Question 18,” the proposal would 
provide grants ranging from $75 
to $200 per year per student to 
parents of children attending pri¬ 
vate or parochial schools. The 
amount of money received will de¬ 
pend upon adjusted family income 
(up to $12,000 a year) as determined 
by the Maryland State income tax. 
The money would be paid in the 
form if a voucher which could be 
cashed only by the school. 

This measure won the approval of 
the State Assembly last year, but 
implementation was forestalled as 
the result of a petition calling for a 
referendum. The legality of the bill 
has been questioned as the result 
of recent U.S. Supreme Court de¬ 
cisions that have declared uncon¬ 
stitutional proposals for reimburs¬ 
ing parents of private and parochial 
school students for any tuition ex¬ 
penses they may provide. 

Constitutional Amendments 

The 17 constitutional amendments 
logically fall into several categories. 
The first category consists of 
changes that only affect an individ¬ 
ual county or counties, but the

The Greenbelt News Review 
board of directors has accepted 
with regret the resignation of editor 
Mary Granofsky. Mrs. Granofsky 
has been editor since March 1967- 
one of the longest periods served 
by any News Review editor.

Mrs. Granofsky, however, has 
agreed to take on the associate 
editorship—/a post which opened 
up as the result of the resignation 
of Virginia Beauchamp. Mrs. Beau¬ 
champ had been associate editor 
since November 1968. 

The new editor is Mary Lou 
Williamson, who has been associ¬ 
ated with the paper for a decade 
and had previously served stints 
as editor in 1964 and 1966. 

At a special meeting on October 
29, the board elected its officers 
for 1972-73; AI Skolnik, president: 
Sid Kastner, vice-president; Sandra 
Barnes, secretary; and Mary Gran¬ 
ofsky, treasurer. These four mem¬ 
bers, plus Barbara Likowski, were 
elected to the board of directors at 
the annual membership meeting on 
October 15.

Not quite a year ago, the Green¬ 
belt citizenry were sufficiently ar¬ 
oused to effectively kill a poor piece 
of County legislation, CB~#45, a 
bill to amend the Prince Georges 
County Ten- Year Sewer and Water 
Plan to permit installation of a 
temporary package sewage treat¬ 
ment plant to serve the Greenbriar 
apartment complex in Greenbelt. As 
the saying goes, “Bad legislation 
never dies, it jufet gets blended in 
with the routine work.” ’ 

With hardly any notice, the 
Prince Georges county council will 
be holding a hearing next Wednes ¬ 
day, Nov. 8 at 7:30 p.m. in Upper 
Marlboro on CB-#19l-a bill to re¬ 
vise the Ten Year sewer and water 
plan for P.G.C. (The plan is re¬ 
vised annually at about this time.) 

Included in this year's consider¬ 
ations are provisions for several 
points-of-discharge locations for 
package treatment plants, one of 
which happens to be for the Green- 
briar development in Greenbelt. 

I ask you! Is this any way to 
run a government? On matters 
which affect them greatly, Prince 
Georges citizens get short notice, 
almost no advance information, 
and especially where a municipal¬ 
ity is concerned, not even a by- 
your- leave. 

I would suggest that all interes¬ 
ted Greenbelt citizens write or call 
their elected officials and kindly 
remind them how Greenbelt feels 
about locating temporary treat¬ 
ment plants in our city and our 
county.

S0CC TO APPEAL

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"No" to the Air Curtain 

To the Editor: 

Greenbelt’s strong air pollution 
ordinance is being challenged. 
Scheduled for public hearing on 
November 6—next Monday—an 
amendment was introduced by City 
Councilman Charles S. Schwan in 
response to developer Alan I. Kay’s 
complaint that he faced financial 
hardship under the requirement to 
haul away the trees from his 
Greenbriar apartment project site. 
Greenbelt's law expressly prohibits 
open burning for the purpose of 
clearing woodland. 

Kay wants an exemption for the 
“air curtain destructor” method of 
burning, in which air is forced 
through an open pit fire to drive 
up the temperature, causing more 
complete combustion and resulting 
in less smoke than ordinary bon¬ 
fires do. This method of burning 
was available for several years 
before the city’s ordinance was pas 
sed. 

There is no question that the “air 
curtain” method is an improvement 
over the ordinary bonfire. That is 
not the choice before us. The real 
question is, would this method of 
burning be better for Greenbelt 
residents than no burning at all? 

The Greenbelt Environmental Ac¬ 
tion Committee’s recent letter to 
the city council raises several 
questions and points out that “pol 
lution is not always visible.” Among 
the predictable invisible emissions 
are carbon monoxide, hydrocarbons 
and particulate matter. Particles 
of poison ivy would also be possible 
contaminants. It is native to our 
woodlands and likely to escape 
every ten to fifteen minutes in the 
smoke that would result when the 
fire cooled down as new fuel was 
added. 

Springhill Lake North is one of 
several properties besides Green¬ 
briar to which the amendment 
would apply. Located behind the 
State Highway Administration’s 
Kenilworth Avenue building, the 
tract presently is subject to the 
Planning Commission subdivision 
process in preparation for develop¬ 
ment Also, a gas station has been 
planned for the same area along 
Kenilworth Avenue. Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents of Springhill Lake, Boxwood 
Village and Lakeside North apart¬ 
ments would be the nearest and 
most likely to be affected by the 
burning of trees in that location. 

How many children, elderly and 
jll people can tolerate an added bur 
den on their health? Do we know 
the incidence of heart and lung 
disease, asthma and allergies among 
Greenbelt citizens? In other words, 
what would be the real costs of 
this proposed pollution control 
amendment? 

I believe it is not worth risking 
anyone’s health to save a develop¬ 
er’s money.

Plant Further Delayed 

Further delays in the schedule for 
expanding the Western Branch 
Treatment Plant can be expected, 
according to a report issued last 
month by the Washington Suburb¬ 
an Sanitary Commission. Initially 
scheduled for completion in De¬ 
cember 1973, the expansion of the 
Western Branch plant is now sche¬ 
duled for mid-1974. It is possible 
that the plant will not be ready 
for operation until the end of 1974 
or early 1975. 

Incomplete design plans and 
changes in those plans and the 
need to receive Federal and State 
approval caused most of the slip¬ 
page problems. According to the 
WSSC, plans are now complete and 
the agency is shooting for adver¬ 
tisement of bids and obtaining 
I 1 ederal and State approval some 
time in December. 

Because of these delays, the WS¬ 
SC is concerned that the ability of 
the plan to produce an acceptable 
effluent will be drastically affected 
in the coming years due to over¬ 
loading. As a result, WSSC has been 
conducting experimental tests to try 
to find means for increasing the 
plant’s capacity to handle higher 
than design flows through the in¬ 
troduction of chemical feeders. 

The results of the chemical tests 
thus far indicate that the chemical 
addition will not prevent the heavy 
loss of solids from the secondary 
clarifiers with the higher future 
flows. The WSSC says, “It appears 
that the hydraulic conditions may 
be just too severe to be offset by 
any improvement in the settling 
characteristics of the solids which 
chemical treatment may accomp¬ 
lish” 

Terming the results inconclusive, 
WSSC indicated that it will contin 
ue to try to find a solution to hand¬ 
ling solids using chemical treat¬ 
ment.

A . , At Short GHI Meeting 

9% Increase In Charges

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. Manager Roy Breashears has submitted 
to the GHI board of directors a $2,630,000 budget for 1973 which 
calls for an average increase in total monthly charges of 9.23 
percent. The board is now in the midst of analyzing the details 
and will have the first of a series of membership meetings on the 
budget, Wednesday, November 8, at Greenbelt Library at 8 p.m. 

A second membership meeting will be held on Monday, November 
13 at the library. 


There are many uncertainties 
still to be resolved in connection 
with the budget No allowance has 
been made for any pay increase for 
GHI employees or for implementa¬ 
tion of the CMP (management sur¬ 
vey) recommendations with regard 
to additional personel. Nor do the 
budget estimates of city and county 
taxes take into account recently- 
enacted Federal revenue-sharing 
legislation nor the possibility of 
county tax rebates. 

Breashears told the board that 
the budget reflects “the effects of 
the general inflationary trend upon 
our operations” He pictured the 
budget as continuing “to provide 
good services to members, financial 
soundness, and optimum mainten¬ 
ance of operations.” 

Operating Costs Up 

In terms of operating costs 
(which exclude mortgage payments 
and use of reserve funds), the in¬ 
crease is $202,800 or 11.27 percent, 
with the brick homes facing a 
15.07% increase and the frame 
homes a 9.07% increase. This is 
in contrast with the pattern of 
recent years, when the increase 
for frame homes has been greater 
than that for brick homes. 

A major factor responsible for 
the differential in frame and brick 
housing costs is heating. The 1973 
budget anticipates that heating 
costs for the frame homes will 
drop by $45,900 from the 1972 bud¬ 
geted amount, due primarily to the 
switch from No, 6 to No. 2 oil. 
This oil is not only cleaner from 
a pollution point of view, but it 
also results in reduced personnel 
needs for maintaining and repair¬ 
ing the boiler equipment 

By way of contrast the brick 
homes, which have been using No. 2 
oil all along, have no such savings 
to report. Hence, it is anticipated 
that heating costs in the brick will 
drop only $4,400. In the case of 
both the brick and the frame, heat¬ 
ing costs were overestimated some¬ 
what in the 1972 budget as the 
result of the price freeze on fuel 
oil prices and the milder weather. 
Hence the 1973 fuel oil costs pro¬ 
moted, while lower than the 1972 
budgeted amounts, are higher than 
the actual amounts spent in 1972. 

Maintenance Costs 

Another factor responsible for 
the brick-frame differential is 
structural maintenance costs. The 
brick homes expect a 70-percent 
increase in this item, compared to 
50 percent in the frame homes. In 
both the brick and frame homes, 
the resumption of a full-scale trim 
paint program accounts for a large 
part of the increase. For the brick 
homes, the 1973 budget calls for a 
$33,100 expenditure, more than five 
times the expenditure budgeted for 
1972. For the frame homes, $63,300 
is budgeted, about four times the 
1972 amount Other items contri¬ 
buting to the increase are flat roof 
repairs for brick homes $(20,000) 
and water line replacements for the 
frame homes $(24,000). 

Finally, the budget calls this 
year for restoring i contingency 
reserve (financed through monthly 
charges) of $10,000 for the brick 
homes. Last year, the brick homes 
had nothing charged to them for 
contingency reserves. In contrast, 
the frame home contingency re¬ 
serve this year ($20,000) will ac¬ 
tually be less than it was for last 
year ($22,500). 

Increased Items 

The following major items are 
expected to have increased ex¬ 
penditures in 1973 from the 1972 
budgeted amounts (the increase is 
given in parenthesis): 

(1) Water and sewer costs 
($33,000) due to a 7 -cents hike in 
July that WSSC has already in 
dicated.. During 1972 water rates 
went up far in excess of those pro¬ 
jected by management so that ac¬ 


tual costs exceeded the 1972 bud¬ 
geted figure by $11,700. 

(2) Administrative expenses ($8- 
700), due primarily to the proposed 
hiring of an accountant and steno- 
typist. Breashears explained that 
the accounting department is work¬ 
ing at full capacity and additional 
help is needed to get out timely 
fiscal reports. 

(3) Capital improvement loan 
payments ($29,000). There is no 
proposal in the 1973 budget for 
borrowing for capital improve¬ 
ments, but payments on previous 
loans still remain to be met The 
1973 increase is due to the fact that 
there is no money left in the re¬ 
serve originally collected from 
charges in 1969 to meet this cost. 

(4) Real estate taxes ($41,700). 
As mentioned earlier, this increase 
does not take account of recent 
revenue-sharing legislation. 

(5) Maintenance costs ($137,900). 
As already mentioned a good part 
of this increase is due to an ac¬ 
celerated trim painting program 
($75,600) and to the absorption in 
the regular budget of items that 
in previous years were part of 
capital improvements, such as wa¬ 
ter line replacement and roof re¬ 
pairs ($44,000). Another $23,100 in¬ 
crease was in the grounds main¬ 
tenance budget. 

Decreases in Budget 

Aside from heating costs, the 
only major item for which a drop 
is forecast is refuse collectiqn costs. 
GHI had budgeted last year for a 
$9,700 increase in city rates which 
did not materialize. As a conse¬ 
quence, a $9,700 redueation in re¬ 
fuse collection costs is budgeted for 
1973 (assuming no rate increase in 
city charges in 1973).

UNICEF Trick or Treat 

The Sunday School children of 
Mowatt Memorial Methodist Church 
coffee ted $72.72 on the Monday 
night Trick-or~Treat for UNICEF 
collection. Because they were un¬ 
able to cover very much of the com¬ 
munity a box has been placed in 
the window at Twin Pines - any¬ 
thing collected will be added to the 
Sunday School total. 


The GHI board of directors held 
a relatively short public meeting 
Thursday night. The possible im¬ 
pact of some county decisions oc¬ 
cupied their attention for the most 
part, while matters such as com¬ 
mittee affairs and meeting dates 
were also dealt with. 

A bill is presnetly being consider¬ 
ed by the county government that 
would allow a lower tax rate for 
each of the 29 municipalities in the 
county, including Greenbelt The 
manager reported that his prelim¬ 
inary information from the city 
office is that Greenbelt may claim 
about $385,000 net worth of ser¬ 
vices it is providing for the county, 
which could lead to a reduction of 
possibly as much as 30 or 40 cents 
in the county tax rate. This in turn 
would lower the corporation’s tax 
burden. Director Tom White, on 
the other hand, expressed reserve 
tions about the motivation and long- 
range effect of the bill; he said 
that the county, because of its 
taxing powers, would inevitably get 
the best of the bargain, gaining 
back the revenues it would lose the 
first year. Director Tony Lynch 
agreed with White. A motion by 
director Janet James to inform 
county executive Gullett of the 
corporation’s support of the bill was 
passed, however, with White and 
Lynch opposing. 

Greenbriar Sewage Plant 

Director White reported that a 
proposal for a temporary sewage 
treatment plant to serve the Green¬ 
brier development, which was re¬ 
moved from the County Council a- 
genda in recent months after some 
public opposition, has reappeared 
as a proposed revision to the Ten 
Year Water and Sewage Plan; a 
public hearing is to be held on 
November 8 on this Plan and its 
revisions. He noted that “very little 
notice has been given to the public 
on this important hearing for a 
Master Plan”, and urged that GHI 
specifically oppose this new move 
for a temporary sewage plant.- On 
a motion by director Nat Shinder- 
man, the Executive committee will 
prepare an appropriate letter giv¬ 
ing the corporation’s position, which 
will be sent to the county council. 

Th^ finance committee has set 
up an advisory subcommittee to 
study allocation of various charges 
such as heating, maintenance, 
water, etc. According to director 
White, staffing of the subcommittee 
has been completed with Bruce 
Bowman serving as chairman, and 
members Eunice Coxon, William 
Krause, Donald Volk and Nat Shin- 
derman. 

Future Meetings 

November will be a busy month 
with a number of meetings on GHI 
affairs. Two membership hearings 
on the budget are to be held on 
November 8 and 13. 

Also, suggestions from indivi 
dual board members on how to im¬ 
plement the CMP management sur¬ 
vey will be taken up at a meeting 
of the Committee of the Whole on 
November 14. Finally, the second 
regular board meeting of the month 
will be held on November 30 (in¬ 
stead of Nov. 23).

that the residential project was not 
so urgent as to warrant its develop¬ 
ment in advance of the availabil¬ 
ity of permanent public sewage. 
Since that time, however, Gullett 
has expressed approval of a tem¬ 
porary plant for the Largo sports 
arena. 

The State Department of Health 
and Mental Hygiene has the final 
say on issuing a permit for a par¬ 
ticular point of discharge. SDHMH 
has said that it will make no final 
decision or set specifications to as¬ 
sure the quality of the effluent un¬ 
til the county has indicated appro¬ 
val of such plants under its Ten- 
Year Water and Sewer Plan. SD¬ 
HMH has approved the concept of 
temporary plants. 

The Ten-Year Plan would permit 
temporary treatment plants as an 
exception to the general rule. The 
county health department would 
he allowed to grant “hardship” ex¬ 
ceptions for parcels or building lots 
in existence as of October 1, 1970, 
and for estate-type subdivisions of 
2 acres or more. Approval would 
be on an interim basis pending the 
availability of a community (per¬ 
manent) sewer system. The Plan 
specifies the factors which the 
County Health Department must 
take into consideration in approv¬ 
ing the exceptions.
